Ideas, in this wo rld o f o urs, are rare things,

alo ng no t o ftener than o nce o r twice in a century. 
When it 
do es co me its results are far-reaching. 
China, stagnant in the peace o f no dding mandarins and 
ftately pago das fo r so many centuries, has been seized by an 
Idea — the idea that is expressed by the wo rd “ Natio nalism.” 
Fo r co untless centur.es the av erage Chinese hardl> had an f iil ( 
inkling o f that idea. To the v illage co o lie the who le univ erse i j<> 
was included in the limited bo undaries o f his o wn immediate“ 
neigi bo rho o d. 
He might hav e a diluted lo yalty to hi* to wn; , 
lo yalty to China as a who le was beyo nd his po wer o f eo ncep- 1 
tio n. 
But no w the idea is taking ho ld. 
It came gradually, ho rn o f o ppressio n and misrule. 
Slo w­ 
ly, painfully, there was impressed o n the mind o f the co o lie 
the idea that his co untry was so mething mo re than the few 
square miles surro unding his birthplace. He began to realize, 
in a muddled so rt o f way, that what happened in far-o ff 
Peking o r Shanghai had direct effects o n liv ing co nditio ns in 
his o wn v illage. 
So no w China is aflame. 
A new natio nal spirit is being 
bo rn. 
Natio nalist is o ne o f the stro ngest impulses that can mo v e 
a peo ple. 
It can be o ne o f the finest; and, at the same time, 
it can be o ne o f the mo st dangero us. 
The 13 seaco ast co l­ 
o nies o f Great Britain were restiv e under the hand o f de- 
sp *tism fo r many years; but no t until a true natio nal spirit 
was bo .n, and g x\e n expressio n o n a J uly day in 177 0, did 
resentment and indignatio n beco me able to strike. 
Y\ nen a true natio nal spirit mo v es a peo ple, o utsiders can 
beware ho w they interfere. 
There is a k.rnl o f dynamite in 
human so uls, slo w to ignite but wo rld-shattering in its effects. 
It p v es birth to French rev o lutio ns, Thir.y Years’ wars, sends 
ai mies fo rth to die and lays a blo o dy swo rd acro ss lair co un­ 
trysides. 
( hina is aro used. 
Ev en the American missio naries, here­ 
to fo re well liked by the masses, are in danger. 
! he new na­ 
tio nalism is, amo ng o tht r things, blind. 
I)o no t make the mistake o f thinking that the Chinese 
tro ubles will "blo w o v er so o n.” 
They will no t. 
Outsiders can repress the spirit o i natio nalism fo r a time. 
But no t fo r lo ng.
